bound to Malta with fupplies. 

While at Gibraltar, Capt, Freeman was informed by 
the American Conful at that place, that he had received a 
letter from Me Williams, American Conful at London, fta- 
Ung, that the blockade of Cadiz and the coatt of Catalonia, 
by Lord Keith, was unauthorifed, and requefting him at 
the fame time to give information of every American de- 
tained, or ordered away from thole coafs.

HORRID DETAIL. 

Tranflated from a French newfpaper (L’Obfervateur,) re- 
ceived at Baltimore, by the fchooner Buckikin, asrived 
from Port Republican, 


DECLARATION of J. C, Anthony, Mte Captain of the 
fchooner Mary, taken by pirates, and carried into Go- 
naives. 

The 18th March, 1800, came before me Robert Rit- 
chic, Conful of the Uniced States of America, refiding in 
this city, J, C, Anthony, lave Captain of the fchooner 
Mary, of Chariefton, burthen about go tons, who, after 
having taken the cuftomary oath, declares--.That he failed 
from Charieftva the agch February laft, bound to this 
port. That nothing extraordinary happeved unt;! the ed 
of March, when being off the Point of Leogane, 4 leagues 
from this port, about 8 o’clock at night, he was boarded 
by the crews of g barges, armed, who had been in chace of 
him fome time. The deponent being incapable of the 
leaft refiftance, they inftantly took pofleffion vo: his veffel ; 
they put ber head towards the Point of Petit Gauve, 
where, faid they, he would fiad a good marke: for his 
cargo, But when they were about the middle of the 
ifland of Gonaive, they changed the courfe, and brought 
the veffel to an ancior about 5 o'clock in ihe mornidg, 
uear the N. E, extremity ot this ifland. Some time after- 
wards they put out the vellei’s boat, in which they order- 
ed him and his crew, with cheir baggage and fome provi- 
fons, which gave him resfon to sope that him and his of- 
ficers would be at liberty to proceed wherever they pleaf- 
ed, but his hopes were crubhed : they brought a barge, in 
which where 25 blacks, each of which had two loaded 
mufkeis. This barge took the boat in which they were, in 
tow, and put them on fhore thiee leagues farther down 
thaa where they left the ichooner. As foon as they were 
on fhoie the crew of the barge began to ftrip them of their 
clothes, and totie their arms behind their backs. The de- 
ponent, who foon perceived their diabolical inrentions, by | 
fome fortunate efforts, together with bis cook, contrived 
to get out of their hands, and fly into the mountains,---- 
They fired fevera: mufkets at them, bat, thanks to Prov- 
idence, they accomplifhed their elcape, and hid them- 
felves from their relearches. 

The report of the mufkets which he heard, learned him 
the mournful fate of Lis comrades: aud the day following, 
after being convinced of the departure of thefe pirates, he 
returned to the fhore fide, where bis fight fully convinced 
the maffacre of thole unfortunaices. HE FOUND THE 
BODIES OF THEM NAKED ANDCUT IN PIECES, 
in the molt barbarous mauner. ‘The chef which contain. 
ed their clothes was broken in pieces, and morfels of the 
fhip’s papeis were fcatteied over the beach, 

Having quitted this horrible {cene, in the courfe of the 
day he difcovered the cook, who had 1:anaway at the fame 
time he did, laying on the reeds, and worn down by the 
lofs of blood, occafioned by a wound received in the arm. 
The deponeat having rendered him all the aflittance which | 
his deplorable fituation permytted, (for the rocks ‘ver | 
which he had been obliged to walk, had cut him very 
much, and he was much {peat for want of nourifhment,) | 
and having itaid Gx days with him, be was obliged to} 
abandon tm, to provide for his own fafety---to find means | 
to fultaiu life, and get off this defertifle. Having walk-| 
ed, in his eftimation, about 20 miles, near the extremity | 
of this ifland, be difcovered a cavern, in which great part| 
of the cargo of the vefiel was depofited, and fortunately | 
fome provifions, of which a past ferved to nourifh him | 
until the arrival of thice barges, who took away all that 
was left, In this time he was always very careful to keep | 
himfelf hid; aod thele unhoped for refources having | 
partly revived his flrength, he continued to walk along, 
fometimes on the pointed rocks, and fometimes in the 
water, along fhore, The fecond day, to his great fatisfac- 
tion, he difcovered, by the interpofition of Providence, a 
little boat in the reeds, full of mud and water, With an 
ardor jnfpired by hope, be foon put it in a ftate to float 
him. He found the mait and other things fo ready to his 
hand, that he was penetrated with the idea that Divine 
Providence aided him to put an end to his mifery, 

. The 15th of March he abandoned himfelf in this litte 
boat to the mercy of the waves, and favored by the winds 
be happily arrived in this port on the morrow morwing 
early, and prefented himfelt before me to receive the pre- 
fent declaration. He likewife declares that he does not 
know the names of any of the crews of thofe barges, nor 
of thole who commanded them, but has reafon to believe 
they came out of fome of the neighboring ports under the 
dominion of Rigaud.
